The 
mails will hereafter be sent thither by 
Cincinnati instead of Louisville. 

Washington, June 27. — Col. Weir left 
here several days ago for Kansas, taking 
with him General Lanes proclamation 
calling on the people of the Male to rally 
and fill up regiments, stating explicitly his 
purpose to be to put down rebellion 
wherever it may be exhibited, and sustains 
the Union men without regnrd to Mints or 
looality . 

Senator Joseph H Lane has received his 
commission as a Brigadier-General. In 
addition to the three regiments heretofore 
eocepted from Ksnsns, be is authorised to 
raise two mors eousisting of twelve compa- 
nies of infantry, four of cavalry, and four 
of artillery.

Lane will oceupy his seat during the extra 
sesaion of congress, lie expects to inks 
command of hif brigade about the 2l>th of 
July. 

Baltimobr, June 27.— Considerable ex- 
oitement exists, occamneJ by tbs arrest of 
Marshal Kane. The Union men are pleased, 
but the secessionists nre indignant. Col 
Kenley, the Provost Marshal, waited on the 
Mayor and Police Commissioners, when the 
latter asked time to consider the matter 
Kenley replies that his orders were imme 
■lisle. He then proceeded to the Marshal’s 
office, taking possession The Commis- 
sioners then directed the officers to obey 
the military authority, but deolared their 
intention to prepare a protest against the 
notion of the Government.
